USA recalls the days of ‘Five Boys’, Dabitoff, 
chocolate, syrup of figs and the U-plus 


COWBRIDGE U3A 
held its 22nd 
Annual General 
Meeting on August 
2 in a new venue for 
the occasion, Holy 
Cross Church, 
Cowbridge. 

There was an excellent 
turnout of over 100, 
which may have been 
something to do with the 
promised refreshments of 
cakes and sparkling wine 
post-meeting! 

Susan Collier, the 
chair, thanked the 
secretary Liz Moore who 
was standing down from 
the committee. 

In the business that 
followed, Susan Collier 
was re-elected as chair 
after saying she was 
prepared to continue in 
the role for another year. 
In her acceptance speech, 
she noted that the next 
new member to join 
Cowbridge USA will be 
the 1,000th since the 
inception of the 
organisation. 

The good news was 
that there would not be 
an increase in the 
subscription fee, which, 
as the new chair 
reminded the attendees, 
is due on September 1. 

Pat Copley was re¬ 
elected as treasurer (after 
informing the meeting 
that there is still a healthy 
balance in the accounts, 
thanks to Gift Aiding by 
members), and Pat Smith 
was elected as the new 
secretary. 

Tesni Rose and Steve 
Monaghan were both re¬ 
elected as committee 
members, to be joined by 
newcomer Elaine Bevan. 

After the AGM, 
members were 

entertained by John 
Sheen (the uncle of the 
actor Michael Sheen) last 
seen by Cowbridge U3A 
in December 2016, with 
his talk ‘Eive Boys and a 
Pasty’. 

He claimed this was 
the 258th time he had 
given this presentation 
about childhood in the 
1950s, with specific 
references to his own, 
growing up on a council 
estate in Port Talbot. 

Eor boys, childhood 
ended when you got your 
first pair of long trousers, 
usually at 12 or 13, a 
tradition that lasted 
certainly until the mid- 
1960s. 

The 1950s were a time 
when the working class 
didn’t usually own 
televisions or cars, or 
have telephones, and 
many homes had only 
outside toilets (with 
newspaper substituting 
for toilet paper). Eriday 
night was bath night, in a 
tin bath for some, 
followed by ‘nit comb’ 


torture and often ending 
with a dose of syrup of 
figs, to ‘keep you 
regular’. 

John was born in 
1947, so had his own 
ration book; he 
remembers that sweets 
remained rationed until 
Eebruary 1953, nearly 
eight years after the end 
of World War IT Women 
would spend hours 
sewing, darning and 
knitting, as ‘make do and 
mend’ continued to be a 
necessity in many 
households. 

Irrespective of the 
number of occupants 
(often three generations), 
there would be one 
sacrosanct room in the 
house that was only used 
at Christmas, if someone 
died or a clergyman 
called - the parlour. 

Bathroom cupboards 
contained gentian violet, 
a dye used for anti¬ 
bacterial and anti-fungal 
purposes, aqua flave for 
cuts, goose grease for 
congestion of the chest 


and ‘Dabitoff’, 

essentially a stain 
remover containing 
trichloroethylene, which 
was often a child’s first 
‘glue sniffing’ 

experience! 

Primary school was 
associated with 

classrooms with high 
windows you couldn’t 
see out of, massive iron 
radiators, cloakrooms, 
free school milk, savings 
stamps and Ladybird 
books (John didn’t 
mention the cane!). 

There was the ll-i- 
examination to determine 
whether or not you 
would go to grammar 
school. All the teachers 
were spinsters and smelt 
of talc - this was an era 
when women gave up 
work when they married. 

The ‘Eive Boys’ of the 
title was a solid milk 
chocolate bar that his 
grandfather would 
regularly buy John. It 
was sold by JS Ery & 
Sons with a wrapper 
showing the face of one 


boy, in a sailor suit, with 
five different expressions 
representing his 

anticipation and 

experience of eating the 
chocolate. 

Beneath each face was 
a caption: Desperation, 
Pacification, Ex¬ 

pectation, Acclamation, 
Realisation. 

It was once the most 
recognised confectionery 
in the world, but was 
withdrawn from sale in 
1976; how many 
remember it now? 

The pasty refers to the 
pasties his mother made 
for the extended family 
to eat while they were 
watching the 1953 
Coronation on a minute 
television screen (his 
first TV dinner). John 
still has the model of the 
coronation coach and 
horses he was given as a 
memento of the day. 

The 1950s was an 
unsophisticated time in 
Great Britain, when 
children would be 
outside playing football. 


cricket, marbles, conkers, 
hopscotch, games of tag 
or skipping. 

Even one of the stars 
of radio (yes, radio!) was 
a ventriloquist’s dummy, 
called Archie Andrews. 
In its heyday, the 
programme Educating 
Archie drew 15 million 
listeners and would 
feature the show business 
celebrities of the time. 

John claims to have 
only two talks in his 
repertoire, but it would 
not be a surprise to see 
him back in Cowbridge 
next year.

decision has yet been 
made on whether the 
organisation will, or will 
not, grant the permit for 
the facility, so it was not 
appropriate for NRW to 
comment in detail on 
some areas. 

On the description of 
the process, an NRW 
spokeswoman said: 
“The process proposed 
by Biomass UK No 2 
Ltd involves reacting 
waste wood at a high 
temperature without 
burning to generate a 
synthetic gas (similar to 
natural gas), which will 
then be burnt to generate 
steam and electricity. 

“The applicant has 
indicated that steam 
raised in the boiler 
would be passed through 
steam turbines to 
generate electricity, and 
from there the steam 
would be piped through 
air cooled condensers to 
remove heat before the 
condensed water is 
transferred back to the 
boiler for re-use. 

“Installations that 
have a net thermal input 
of 20 megawatts or more 
are required to comply 
with the ‘Energy 
Efficiency Directive’, 
which stipulates that 
operators of such plant 
must consider whether it 
is technically and 
economically feasible to 
recover waste heat from 
the generation of 
electricity.” 

On referencing the 
facility, the 

spokeswoman 
explained: “The 

applicant has requested 
that any permit granted 
include the installation 
name ‘Barry Energy 
Production Eacility’. 

“Applicants are able 
to stipulate how the 
proposed installation 
name appears in the 
permit documentation. 

“We have referred to 
the proposed installation 
in some of the literature 
we have released to date 
as it is our practice to 
refer to such facilities by 
the preferred name of 
the applicant.” 

On the subject of fire 
and risk of explosives, 
the NRW spokeswoman 
said: “As part of the 
application, the 

company has submitted 
plans which assess the 
risk of fire from the 
plant, and outline the 
plans they would put in 
place to mitigate against 
these risks. 

“These plans are 
being thoroughly 

scrutinised, as part of 
NRW’s assessment of 
the application. 

“Should we be 
minded to grant a permit 
to Biomass UK No. 2 
Ltd., full details of the 
outcome of our 
assessment in this regard 
will be included in our 
draft decision document, 
which will be subject to 
further public 

consultation once we 
have reached our 
decision.”

Care homes say legal dispute 
was ‘a national scandal’ 


CARE home owners in 
Bridgend and the Vale say 
they're owed over £2 
million in unpaid fees - 
because of a legal battle 
that's been described as a 
“national scandal’”. 

After more than three years of 
wrangling, the Supreme Court has 
reached a decision on a dispute 
between Welsh health boards, 
councils and providers. 

The nub of the case was who 
should pay a £20 a week top-up 
fee for nursing care provided by 
care homes. The bill nationally is 
£30 million. 

In the Vale, it is over £1.27 
million and in Bridgend more than 
£750,000. 
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The Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously in favour of the local 
authorities and said that the health 
boards had misinterpreted the 
legal position. 

Care Forum Wales has said it 
was a ridiculous that the health 
boards could not have reached an 
agreement without going to court 
in the first place. 

It is now calling for the lost 


fees to be backdated. 

Care Form Wales chairman 
Mario Kreft said the organisation 
was grateful to local authorities 
for their support: 

“We are delighted with the 
ruling of the Supreme Court which 
upheld what we always firmly 
believed was the case and what 
was said in the original Judicial 
Review secured by a group of 
providers. 

“We appreciate the support of 
the local authorities in fighting 
this case, because it was the right 
thing to do. 

“The decision has finally given 
us clarity over who should pay the 
fees and has, hopefully, brought 
this sorry saga to an end.”

A BARRY 

businessman 
arrived home last 
week and find his 
car blocked in the 
garage because 
Welsh Water had 
dug a large hole in 
the pavement 
outside. 

Peter Proud, a single 
parent who runs his own 
catering business, said it 
left him stranded and 
reliant on relatives to 
help him get about. 

When The GEM 
approached Welsh Water 
for a comment, the 
company issued an 
immediate apology. 

Mr Proud explained: 
“I came back from 
Buxton in the Peak 
District at 8.30am on 
Tuesday in a hire van and 
dropped it off because I 
had a funeral to cater for 
at Sully Sports and 
Social Club. 

“My parents picked 
me up and we went 
straight to the food 
warehouse to buy items 
for the funeral. 

“We catered for the 
funeral and when I was 
dropped off back at my 
house at around 4pm in 
Gilbert Street I found 
Welsh Water had dug up 
the road right outside my 
garage, trapping my car 
inside. 

“I phoned Welsh 
Water up and 
complained. The first 
woman I spoke to took 
the relevant details and 
escalated it to a ‘serious 
complaint’ and told me 
someone from the 
management would 
phone back. 

“Ten minutes later 
someone did phone me 
back and offered to send 
out a team to ‘board it’.” 

Mr Proud pointed out 
that putting boards over 
it wouldn’t work because 
the hole was so big. 

“The woman assured 
me that they would be 
out first thing in the 
morning to get me access 
to my garage again so I 
could use my car. 

“On Wednesday 
morning, nobody came 
and I had to borrow my 
parents’ car to go to work 
to cater for a Probus 


coffee morning. I came 
back home just before 
midday and still no one 
had come.” 

Then, at 12.30pm the 
cavalry arrived. 

Mr Proud said: “They 
were the ‘Pill Team’ and 
very nice guys. The fill 
team did what they 
promised me to a very 
high standard and 
returned access to my 
garage and car in swift 
time. I could not fault 
these guys at all. 

“Then the ‘Road 
Pinishing Team’ came at 
around 4pm; again, I 
went and chatted to them, 
once again very nice 
guys. 

“They managed to put 
most of the road surface 
back, but ran out of sand 
so they told me they 
would return on 
Thursday to finish the 
job. In fact, they came on 
Priday but the surface is 
now uneven. 

“I understood a ‘Clean 
Up Team’ was meant to 
come, but so far there has 
been no sign of them.” 

Mr Proud says he 
wants an apology from 
the person who decided 
to dig up the pavement 
without informing him. 

“I also want 
compensation for leaving 
me without my car when 
I’m a single parent and 


have a business to run.” 

He added: “I intend to 
donate any compensation 
to a local charity.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Welsh Water said that the 
company went to the area 
after discovering a leak 
to a water pipe in Glebe 
Street, Barry, on Friday, 
August 4, and intended to 
replace a section of the 
pipe. 

“The pipe was in the 
ground in front of a 
garage and we needed to 
dig down to carry out the 
repair. We always aim to 
give our customers 
advanced warning of 
work such as this and we 
apologise to Mr Proud 
that this did not happen 
on this occasion. 

“We were keen to 
resolve this issue as soon 
as possible. We covered 
the area to allow Mr 
Proud access to his 
garage and fully 
reinstated the area the 
following Wednesday.” 

She added: “Our 
customers are our top 
priority and we apologise 
if any inconvenience was 
caused to Mr Proud.” 

Mr Proud accepted an 
offer of £100 
compensation from 
Welsh Water which he 
says he will donate to Ty 
Hof an.

professional head of the 
British Armed Eorces to 
date. 

A distinguished 


young naval commander 
of that war, he 
recognised potential of 
Kurt Hahn’s tactic to 
create Atlantic College 
and realise their shared 
mission. 

Lord Mountbatten 
was assassinated by the 
IRA in 1979 when a 
bomb aboard his fishing 
boat was detonated.

nationally, raising concerns that a new 
wave of rural crime is hitting the 
countryside. 

The items most commonly targeted 
by thieves across Wales over the last 
12 months were ATV (All Terrain 
Vehicles) and quad bikes, tools and 
livestock. 

Aled Jones, NFU Mutual Agent in 
North Wales, said: “Although the 
figures for rural crime in Wales are 
down, countryside criminals continue 
to become more brazen and farmers 
are now having to continually increase 
security and adopt new ways of 
protecting their equipment. 

“In some parts of the country, 
farmers are having to turn their 
farmyards into fortresses to protect 
themselves from repeated thieves who 
are targeting quads, tractors and power 
tools. 

“They are using tracking devices on 
tractors, video and infra-red 
surveillance in their farm yards and 
even DNA markers to protect sheep 
from rustlers.” 

The report reveals that being 


‘staked out’ is the biggest worry for 
country people, followed closely by 
longer police response times in rural 
areas, according to the leading rural 
insurer. Criminals continue to target 
Land Rover Defenders, quad bikes, 
tractors, tools and livestock despite 
increased security on farms. 

Aled added: “The threat of 
becoming a victim of rural crime, and 
regular reports of suspicious 
characters watching farms is causing 
high levels of anxiety amongst 
farmers who know their rural 
location makes them vulnerable to 
attacks. 

“Our advice to people living and 
working in the countryside is to 
regularly evaluate your current 
security measures making 
improvements where necessary, 
remain vigilant and report any 
suspicious activity to the local police 
and local farm watch schemes.”

Ramblers^ coastal 
walk includes a 
slice of history 


After the recent 
changeable weather, 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
were lucky with the 
penultimate 
summer evening 
walk when the sun 
shone, as seven 
walkers joined Joy 
at the rear of 
Romilly Park where 
the Gorsedd Stones 
were quarried at 
Cadoxton to mark 
the site of the 1920 
Eisteddfod. 

Dropping downhill 
through the delightful 
Edwardian Romilly Park, 
with its colourful flower 
gardens, which opened 
around 1911, they passed 
under the railway tunnel 
and through the pretty 
flower gardens at Cold 
Knap, then across the site 
where the Knap Lido, 
built in the 1920s, once 
stood, pausing to take in 
the view of Barry Island 
and Barry town from 
Watchtower Bay. 

Then, descending over 
the pebbles and crossing 


the stream and the sandy 
beach of the Old Harbour 
with the tide coming in, 
they climbed up onto the 
breakwater. 

A trip out along Friar’s 
Point on Barry Island 
afforded them misty 
views of the Somerset 
coastline from Weston- 
super-Mare right down 
past Minehead. 

Continuing across 
Whitmore Bay and 
climbing up through the 
gardens above the 
promenade, they crossed 
the railway bridge at 
Barry Island Station. 

Exiting at Plymouth 
Road and joining the 
extension of Ffordd 
Mileniwm into The 
Quays, they stoped to 
consider the history of 
the area - in particular 
the Barry Tourist 
Railway . 

In the 1950s, the 
Woodham brothers, who 
were trading as scrap 
metal merchants, stored 
large quantities of rolling 
stock they had bought 
from British Rail. It later 
became a huge attraction 
for steam enthusiasts and 
preservation groups.

‘Halt sale of 
St Cyres 

site’ urges Plaid 


THE Vale Council 
has been ‘urged’ to 
halt the sale of a 
former school site in 
Dinas Powys to a 
housing developer. 

Barratt wants to build 
220 houses on land 
which was once occupied 
by St Cyres School. 

The call for a halt in 
the sale comes from 
Dinas Powys Plaid 
Cymru community 
councillors Richard 
Grigg and Chris Franks. 

Coun Grigg said: “The 
pre-application 
consultation process is 
now under way for the 
former St Cyres School 
site in Dinas Powys. 

“At the public 
exhibition which was 
attended by a significant 
number of residents a lot 
of anger was expressed 
regarding the lack of 
adequate infrastructure 
associated with the 
development. 


“Basically, there is 
only one proposed exit 
from the site which will 
then use congested roads 
leading to an 
overcapacity of the 
junction at Cardiff Road 
and Murch Road. There 
are no proposals to 
improve the road 
network.” 

Coun Franks said 
there were a number of 
concerns such as the 
capacity of local schools 
to cope, the drainage 
system, loss of green 
fields and the inadequate 
public transport network. 

He added: “The Dinas 
Powys by-pass must be 
constructed before any 
additional traffic is 
created. 

“Plaid Cymru urges 
that as this land is still 
owned by the Vale 
Council that any sale and 
subsequent development 
is halted until progress is 
made regarding the by¬ 
pass.”

Breakdown reveals stress is 
cited as the major cause of 
absenteeism at Vale Council 


THE most common 
reason for staff 
absence at the Vale 
Council is stress. In 
the last available 
figures, recorded 
from April 2016 to 
March 2017, it was 
the stated reason 
for 23.1 per cent of 
absences. 

That is down from 29 
per cent compared to 
the previous year (2015- 
16), and overall 
sickness and 
absenteeism rates at the 
Vale Council show a 
reduction. 

The breakdown on 
absence was released in 
a cabinet report in July. 

In the most recent 
figures, ‘operations and 
recovery’ accounted for 
18.4 per cent of 
absences; ‘viral 
infections’, 17 per cent; 
and ‘musculoskeletal 
disorders’, 10.3 per 
cent. 

The report says: 
“Stress continues to be 
the most common 


reason for sickness 
absence in the council. 
However, it can be seen 
that the ratio of sickness 
absence relating to 
stress has reduced from 
29 per cent to 23 per 
cent. 

“Members will be 
aware that in all cases 
of stress or anxiety, 
employees are 
automatically referred 
to occupational health 
for advice, offered 
counselling support and 
managers are offered 
support in completing 
stress risk assessments.” 

Sickness rates at the 
council continue to fall. 
The sickness absence 
levels for the full year 
stand at 8.80 days 
(figure relates to full 
time) which is below 
the annual target of 
8.90. In 2015-16, the 
figure stood at 9.56. 

Reuben Bergman, 
head of human 
resources at the council, 
said extra staff 
engagement had 
provided dividends.

“We are pleased that 
the amount of sickness 
leave taken by staff has 
reduced over the last 
year and is beneath the 
national average. 

“There has also been 
a decrease in the 
percentage of time 
taken off being down to 
stress and we believe it 
is no coincidence that 
this improvement has 
come after the council 
invested time and 
resources into these 
areas. 

“In autumn 2016, the 
new ‘Care First 
employee assistance 
programme’ was 
introduced, a scheme 
that offers a telephone 


support and counselling 
service to staff as well 
as advice about health 
and wellbeing.” 

He added: “There has 
also been an increased 
focus on staff 
engagement. 

“This has involved 
fostering closer links 
and better lines of 
communication between 
staff and senior 
management. 

“A new absence 
management policy was 
brought in last October, 
which made a 
distinction between 
short and long-term 
sickness absence, 
helping the council 
better deal with the 
particular features of 
each situation.”

CARDIFF and Vale College is 
launching a new course to 
help people embark on career 
in the project management 
and civil engineering side of 
construction. 

The one-year Level 3 Construction 
and Built Environment Diploma is 
aimed at giving people a wider picture 
of the construction industry and 
providing a gateway to higher 
education. 

The subject is aimed at students 
wishing to become architects, building 
surveyors, construction managers, 
civil engineers, quantity surveyors or 
any other professional career in the 
sector. It encompasses a wide range of 


subject areas such as sustainable 
construction, maths, science and 
materials in construction and the built 
environment, building technology, 
graphical detailing, project 
management, surveying and property 
law.

There’s too much 
industry already 
at Barry Docks 

I ’VE watched with increasing dismay 
the construction of the incinerator at 
Barry Docks every time I pass by. 

I’m amazed by two things: the gargantuan size of 
it; and the fact that it is there at all. 

Surely no rational person could possible t hink that 
siting such an immense incinerator, or any 
incinerator for that matter, approximately 300 yards 
from hundreds, maybe even thousands, of 
established homes; less than 100yds from hundreds 
of proposed future homes; approximately a quarter 
of a mile from BP and Dow chemical works; a few 
metres across the dock where the chemical boat 
delivers its load to BP and Dow; approximately 
200yds from the rail track that regularly has trains 
transporting more hazardous chemicals; and next 
door to a haulage firm that also has tankers of even 
more chemicals parked up there, was a good idea? 
Could they? 

There are records and a growing history of 
woodchip and waste wood fires burning out of 
control for days, even weeks, at a time, giving off 
noxious, hamiful smoke and fumes, affecting people 
for miles around. 

This is an extremely worrying and frightening 
extra hazard for Barry residents to have to deal with. 
Is it the case because Barry and the Vale are in the 
top 15 areas of high pollution levels in the UK and 
that the ‘powers that be’ assume we won’t mind 
some more pollution? 

Or think its best to keep it all in the same place? 

In common with many other Barry residents, I 
worry about this constantly. 

Along with writing letters and emails to National 
Resources Wales, and anyone else who has influence 
over these matters, we all hope and pray that 
somebody, somewhere, will come to their senses and 
put peoples’ health and wellbeing before big 
business interests.

that most items are

DON’T forget to 
use the school's 
network.

Taking a look over a summer of 
cinematic triumphs and disasters 


C INEMA has 

changed a lot in 
the last decade. 
The advent of new, and 
more-readily available, 
technologies such as 
IMAX screens, 3D, 4DX 
have revolutionised the 
viewing experience for 
cinemagoers. 

Equally, the business of 
film has changed; the 
advent of Netflix and 
Amazon has seen films 
made by these streaming 
services’ studios bypass 
cinemas and go straight to 
their libraries for people to 
watch in the comfort of 
their own home, while the 
importance of box office 
returns, now perhaps more 
than ever, is critically high. 

As such, while once we 
were bombarded with 
blockbusters primarily in 
the summer months, now 
the blockbuster season 
pretty much stretches all 
year round, with the likes 
of the Harry Potter and 
Lord of the Rings films 
carving out a slot nearer 
Christmas, one that didn’t 
harm their box office at all. 

But so far this year it’s 
been underwhelming, both 
critically and 
commercially, with this 
summer’s box office 
revenue the worst in a 
decade. The blockbusters 
offered up just haven’t 
passed muster, sometimes 
with critics, sometimes 
with audiences, sometimes 
with neither. So as we hit 
what, theoretically, should 
be the tail end of the 
‘blockbuster season’, what 
have been the hits and the 
misses so far? 

Starting earlier and 
earlier, Logan (March 3) 


was the opening act of the 
season - and what an act it 
was, concluding Hugh 
Jackman’s tenure as 
Wolverine with a 
thoughtful, slow-burning 
film that transcended genre 
to be one of the most 
mgged and heartbreaking 
films of the year - if only 
the quality had kept up. 

Instead, there were a 
mixture of great successes 
and epic failures. It’s 
always good to end on a 
positive so in the negative 
column we find the l ik es 
of Alien: Covenant, which 
was not only the worst 
film in the Alien series, but 
also arguably the worst 
film Ridley Scott has ever 
made; an interminable 
mess of a film that lacked 
any redeeming features. 

Three more poor efforts 
were Guy Ritclne’s take on 
Arthurian legend in King 
Arthur: Legend of the 
Sword which was less 
legendary and more just a 
damp squib, the Dwayne 
Johnson-starring Baywatch 
which proved that even the 
mighty former Rock is 
fallible when it comes to 
sprinkling his box office 
fairy dust, and the latest 
Pirates of the Caribbean 
outing. Dead Men Tell No 
Tales, which was the best 
offering since the first one, 
but a film that was still 
lacking any real spark. 

The Transformers 
franchise received its usual 
commercial kicking with 
the atrocious The Last 
Knight, a fil m only tmly 
notable for Sir Anthony 
Hopkins’ incredibly 
entertaining, and 
gorgeously hammy, acting, 
while The Emoji Movie 


managed to make a double 
bill of The Last Knight and 
Alien: Covenant seem a 
welcome respite, 
commercially and critically 
skewered to oblivion, a 
fate that similarly befell 
The Mummy, a woeful 
affair that tlneatens to 
derail Universal’s ‘Dark 
Universe’ before it’s even 
begun. 

There’s been some 
fairly decent offerings also, 
however; Guardians of the 
Galaxy Vol.2 was a deeply 
satisfying sequel, Kong: 
Skull Island was a pulpy 
and joyous delight. Fast & 
Furious 8 ticked the 
blockbuster boxes without 
reaching the heights of the 
previous few outings. 
Beauty and The Beasfs 
live-action offering 
gorgeously realised, while 
Valerian and the City of a 
Thousand Planets was a 
messy, but enjoyable, 
affair. 

The highlights have 
been very strong, however. 
The aforementioned 
Logan, the recalibration of 
the fledgling DC universe 
in the tremendous Wonder 
Woman (possibly my 
favourite blockbuster of 
the year so far), while 
Edgar Wright’s ice-cool 
Baby Driver shone out in a 
summer of superheroes 
and franchises. 

Chris Nolan produced 
what is arguably his 
greatest directorial feat yet 
in the bmtal, 

uncompromising Dunkirk, 
while War for the Planet of 
the Apes concluded that 
franchise’s trilogy with an 
emotional send-off, and 
Marvel finally got their 
hands on Spider-Man and

delivered the best Spidey 
fi lm (and maybe Marvel 
fi lm ) to date in 
Homecoming. 

Of course summer isn’t 
over, with the likes of 
Stephen King adaption The 
Dark Tower (August 18), 
Steven Soderbergh’s return 
to the big screen with 
Logan Lucky, American 
Made, Tom Cmise’s 
second stab at summer 
(after The Mummy) in 
American Made, Katherine

According the MCS, 
during the 2016 Great 
British Beach Clean 
event in Wales, 408 
volunteers cleaned 28 
beaches, picking up, on 
average, 607 items of 
litter per 100-metre 
stretch they cleaned. 
There was a 16 per cent 
increase in litter picked 
up from Welsh beaches 
compared to 2015. 

However the figures 
from 2016 suggest that 
Wales had the third 
highest litter density but 
lower than the UK 
average. A total of 
18,573 litter items were 
collected from the 28 
beaches surveyed. 

Although the Great 


British Beach Clean does 
not take place until 
September, MCS says it 
is vital that new 
organisers get involved 
now so volunteers have 
enough time to sign up to 
the clean-ups. 

The MCS Great 
British Beach Clean is 
part of Ocean 
Conservancy’s 
International Coastal 
Clean-up. 

Last year, volunteers 
at beaches around over 
the world, covered a 
distance of 14,990 miles 
and collected weird finds 
ranging from a piano to 
drones, selfie sticks to 
typewriters. Since 2008, 
eight-foot-tall Lego 
figures - referred to as 
‘Ego Leonard’ or ‘Mr 
Leonard’ and each 
bearing the legend “NO 
REAL THAN YOU 
ARE” on their torsos - 
have also been found 
washed up on a number 
of beaches worldwide.

‘BARRY KICKS’ IS 
THREE YEARS OLD 


A SPORTS club supported 
by the Vale Council that is 
dedicated to helping young 
people in Barry has 
celebrated its third 
anniversary. 

Barry Kicks has held weekly 
community football sessions at 
Colcot Sports Centre since its 
formation in July 2015, with the 
aim of tackling ‘anti-social 
behaviour’ across the Vale. 

During that time, more than 200 
people have taken part in the 
weekly football sessions and the 
team has recruited five volunteers. 

To mark their three-year 
milestone, the team presented 
Colcot Sports Centre manager 
Simon Jones with artwork of the 
Wales football team. 

Members of the Barry Kicks 
scheme helped create the portraits 
in December before showing them 
to the players themselves. 

The paintings were then 
divided up and displayed in 


schools and community buildings 
around the Vale. 

They will now feature on the 
walls of local leisure centres, 
including Colcot Sports Centre, 
where six 3G pitches recently 
opened. 

Barry Kicks is part of the 
Cardiff City Premier League 
Kicks project, which offers free 
sports coaching sessions to young 
people aged between 13 and 19. 

The group has taken part in 
regional tournaments, as well as 
being invited to represent Cardiff 
City in a number of national 
tournaments. 

Barry Communities First, 
operated by the Vale Council, 
Newydd Housing Association and 
Vale Homes, works in partnership 
with Cardiff City Foundation to 
deliver the project. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, cabinet 
member for social care, health and 
leisure, said; “It’s great to hear 
that Barry Kicks is going from 
strength to strength and it is a 


testament to how hard the team 
has worked over the past three 
years. 

“The opportunity to play in 
regional tournaments and to 
represent Cardiff City is fantastic 
and I hope this news encourages 
more people to join the club.” 

Barry Communities First’s 
‘community wellbeing’ coach 
Adele Twomey, said: 
“Representatives from Barry 
Kicks took part in an arts project 
with Pippins Designs where they 
painted Welsh football players. 

“We found it only fitting for 
those young people to present 
Legacy Leisure with the pictures 
on the projects anniversary.” 

Barry Kicks will continue to 
run every Thursday from 6pm to 
8pm, starting on Thursday, 
September 7.

and Jesus College, 
Oxford. However he 
did not have an 
unblemished 
undergraduate career 
having been 
‘rusticated’, sent down 
for a week, on two 
occasions. 

The first was as the 
result of unruly 
behaviour in a railway 
carriage the second for 
travelling in First Class 
when in possession of 
only a Third Class 
ticket. 

Nevertheless Bingo 
came to the Vale as 
Rector of Llansannor 
and Penline. The 
ruffians of Llansannor 
soon learnt what 
muscular Christianity 
meant as Bingo used 
his boxing skills to 
keep the pub orderly. 

Bingo’s favourite 
pub though was The 
Duke of Wellington 
which was run by his 
friend and another who 
made a big contribution 
to Cowbridge cricket, 
Arthur Spencer. 

It was not unknown 
for the cricketing cleric 
to enjoy a quiet hour or 
so there when 
Cowbridge were 
batting. 

‘Bingo’ was a very 
good cricketer. He had 
played for the South 
Wales team, a pre- 


cur ser of Glamorgan, 
as a fast bowler once 
taking 5-34 at Lords 
against MCC. 

He must have been 
dismayed on arrival at 
Llansannor that there 
was no ground other 
than the school field in 
the district. 

The Cowbridge XI 
had no home at the 
time but help was at 
hand with the arrival in 
the district of E H 
Ebsworth whose wealth 
was vital in the 
creation of the current 
ground. 

Bingo’s enthusiasm 
and Ebsworth’s money 
made a powerful 
alliance and it was 
fitting that the first 
game at the ground in 
May 1896 was between 
XT’s raised by the two 
main protagonists. 

Later, in 1906 Bingo 
created the Cowbridge 
Wanderers CC to 
complement the private 
XI of Ebsworth. 

The Wanderers 
eventually took a lease 
on the Ebsworth 
ground and then 
metamorphosed into 
the current Athletic 
Club to purchase the 
ground from the 
Scotland bound squire. 
Bingo was at the centre 
of these developments 
and his wisdom shines 


through the minute 
books. 

That great character 
Selwyn Davies recalled 
Bingo shouting at him 
for dropping a catch on 
his debut, ‘buy yourself 
a bloody breadbasket 
boy’. Hearing a 
clergyman swear was 
something of a shock! 

Nevertheless a 
contemporary of 
Selwyn’s, Ralph Bird 
wrote that Bingo was 
‘great fun, wore 
unusual apparel and 
used unorthodox 
strokes.’ 

The Rev’d Owen 
Jones was a cricket 
enthusiast and enthused 
others. It is entirely 
fitting that his 
contribution to cricket 
in Cowbridge is 
marked by the naming 
of a bench. 

One can imagine 
Bingo and Arthur 
Spencer sitting on it 
and chatting as many 
do on a Saturday 
evening. They would 
have undoubtedly have 
felt entirely at home 
even allowing for the 
passage of time.
